A physician or 
midwife who neglects to report such 
list on or before the fifteenth day of 
each month shall, for e ;eh olTense, 
forfeit not more than twenty-live 
dollars. 

Parents, within fort v days 
after the birth of a child, and every 
householder, within fmtydays after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice 
thereof to he given to the Clerk of 
the city or town in which such child 
is hoi n. 

Notice is given that the Town Clerk 
of Weymouth is prepared to furnish 
to all physicians and midwives apply- 
ing therefor, blanks for return of 
births.

Better seed, improvement of soil con- 
ditions and advance in methods of culti- 
vation will double thi average yield of 
corn on each acre in the United States, 
according to C. P. Hartley of the Bureau 
of Plant Iiidu*iry, physiologist in charge 
of corn investigation. These statements 
are given out in a pamphet issued by the 
Department of Agriculture recently. This 
double yield can lie obtained without in- 
crea-e in cost or labor, he declares. The 
desirability of doubling the present crop 
is not the aim of this stateincut, says the 
physiologist, hut to produce the same 
crop on half as many acres and raise 
other crops on the land that is being de- 
voted to corn at present.

Use Short Word*. 

IJtcrnry aspirants should religiously 
eschew polysyllabic orthography. The 
philosophical and philological substruc- 
ture of this principle Is Ineluctable. 
Excessively attenuated verbal sym 
bols inevitably induce unnecessary 
complexity and consequently exagger- 
ate the obfuscation of the mentality of 
the jieruser. Conversely, expressions 
which are reduced to the furthermost 
minimum of simplification and com- 
pactness, licsld6s contributing realistic 
verisimilitude, constitute a much less 
onerous hnmlicnp to the reader’s per- 
spicacity. 

Observe, for Instance, the unmistak- 
able nnd inescapable expressiveness of 
ononintopoetie, Interjoctional, mono- 
syllabic utterances, especially when 
motivated under strenuous emotional 
circumstances. IIow much more ap- 
pealing Is their eiiphonimis pulchritude 
than tlie preposterous and pretentious 
pomposity of elongated verbiage.— Life.

flic assembly of tlic notables ut Ver- 
sailles. Nov. 5. 1788, will ever stand 
»s one of the great landmarks in hu- 
man progress, not on account of itself, 
but in couseuence of what it led to. 
Louis XYL, being in great financial 
straits, had already called together the 
big men of his realm, but it is with 
this second meeting of the front ones 
that history will ever be the most pro- 
foundly concerned. The “notables," 
made up of the nobility and aristoc- 
racy of the realm, listened to their own 
voices aud displayed their gold lace 
and vanity for something over a 
month and adjourned without doing 
any thing either for the king or the peo- 
ple. Disgusted with the stupidity and 
Indifference of the notables, Ixmis con- 
voked the states general, which was 
composed of representatives of the no 
blllty, clergy and third estate, or plain 
people. Maddened by the contemptu 
ous treatment they received at the 
hands of nobles, the delegates of the 
third estate organized themselves into 
the national assembly, which In turn 
organized the revolution. — New York 
American. 

John Bright ancj the Carpet. 

A characteristic story of John Bright 
Is told by Mrs. T. P. O’Connor In her 
book. ”1 Myself.” lie was at dinner 
one night with an M. P. whose wife 
by no means shared her husband’s 
democratic sentiments.

Tha Curious Electric Eel. 

The electric eel. which Is common In 
the streams of Brazil, Is possessed of 
a natural electric battery— a tremen- 
dous one. Beneath the skin are two 
pairs of peculiar little bodies passing 
longitudinally along the muscles and 
near the tall. One pair Is next to the 
back nnd the other near the lower fin. 
Those iMHlies arc made up of a great 
number of little cells, two or three hun- 
dred of them, nnd plentifully supplied 
with nerves. Examination of one of 
these electrical organs has shown that 
in action It Is very much like a gal- 
vanic battery, with the anterior ex- 
tremely iiosltive, the posterior nega- 
tive and the current only discharged 
at the point of contnct with an object. 
This has lieen proved to be so power- 
ful when complete that chemical com- 
pounds are decomposed by it and steel 
needles magnetized.

ON THE FARM

Hens that lay soft-shelled eg”s mav be 
helped by a little more vegetable or irreen 
food and oyster shell. 

Lop off tin* ration of all kinds w hen the 
horses are doing little or nothing. They 
are too much like a man to stand heavy 
feed while lying still. 

Hot water on the grindstone will spoil 
it after a little so that, it will have no grit. 
Use warm water, not hot, for taking the 
frost out of your stone. 

When ready to empty the asli pan mix 
a good lice powder with the ashes and 
1 in pt y in the hen house. The liens will 
dust themselves in it and rid themselves 
of lice and mites. 

A good crop of Dot It corn and weeds 
cannot he grow n on the same ground at 
the same tilin’, any more Ilian two Mid- 
way triins can pass each other on the 
same track. 

The horse blankets uet torn sometimes. 
Some blnsterv day, take a stout needle 
and thread and see what a good joh you 
can do mending the rents. It is a good 
thing f”i' the men folks to do sticli little 
jolts as this, and not call on the women so 
much. They have their own work to do 
every day 

Careful experiments which have been 
made in swine breeding show that quite 
uniformly s,,v\s coming from large litters 
— prolific mothers —themselves hate large 
litters of pints. The idea is one that it is 
wi ll to keep in mind in the selection of 
tin* hroi Ml sow s 

The farmer needs recreation but not of 
the kind which will give him more exer- 
cise, such as rowing or football. Fish- 
ing, sailing or some sort of indoor games 
to divert his mind may give him needed 
rest, flood reading is another form of 
recreation and no farmer’s house should 
tie without access to a good library to 
which should he added a subscription to 
some good farm journal and such other 
periodicals as his means will permit. 

One of the tiest indications of the 
health of a chicken is the comb. If one 
of the points is seen turning dark the 
bird is iu poor health. Generally one 
point will darken, 'then another and an- 
other, and it will spread till the entire 
coniii is dark. This generally means liver 
trouble. An abundant supply of green 
feed, a variety of grains, plenty of grit, 
hone, shells and the like, clean houses, 
fresli air, exercise and absence of drafts, 
are the best remedies for such sickness. 

It is very important that the water 
drunk hv the cows giving tiiree nr more 
gallons of milk daily be warmed to about 
till degrees Fahrenheit. Otherwise t he 
cows will not drink as much as they need 
to keep np a good milk (low. It does not 
take much ice water to chill a thin-fieshed 
dairy cow through and through on a cold 
winter day, especially when site is com- 
pelled to walk some distance tlirouali the 
snow or a cutting wind to get to the tank 
or pond. 

f’hareonl is one of the most essential 
articles in the ration on the successful 
poultry farm, for it is a valuable corrector 
of trowel and stomach disorders A good 
way is to buy charcoal already prepared 
thorn'll a good substitute may he made by 
placing ears of corn on cob in the oven 
until charred and then shell off and feed 
to the chickens. 

It costs 110 more, after the first, purchase 
to keep a (lock of improved fowls than it 
does to harbor dunghills or cross breeds. 
Kit her kind, when properly fed, will eat 
just about as much as the other. Or if 
there lie any saving, it is so trilling as 
between one or the other kind, that it is 
not worth noticing. If judiciously pro- 
vided for and tended from the shell up- 
ward, as all fowls should he cared for, 
either of the larger breeds will make good 
eating poultry at the proper age, and the 
hens of any one kind w ill lay an abundance 
of oj'i's take them us they average, through 
out the year. — Kansas Farmer. 

It is not advisable to permit milch cows 
to pa-ture regularly in a field that con- 
tains largely Dwarf Kssex rape; first, be- 
cause the milk obtained would no doubt 
be tainted, especially if the cows are per- 
mitted to eat all their appetites crave; in 
the second place the rape forage is even 
more palatable if it is cut aud fed in con- 
junction with mangel wurzels. In case 
t In; rape is pastured the animals should 
only tie permitted to graze the field once 
daily, say immediately after being milked 
in tiie morning for an hour, and in case 
the foliage is cut and fed as a soiling crop 
it should tie fed only immediately after 
milking aud then not in too large quanti- 
ties. 

Every farmer hoy should stick to the 
farm. No greater opportunities were 
ever offered to a boy than those held out 
to the farmer hoy of to-day. Farming is 
indeed in a process of evolution. The 
farmer has advanced to such aa extent 
that today he is in the front ranks enjoy- 
ing pleasures and privileges that make 
Ins position r most desirable one. Farm- 
iui£ as a science is being studied and sci- 
entific methods adopted. The successful 
farmer of today must use his brains as 
well as his muscle. A thorough education 
on practical lines is an essential qualifica- 
tion for a successful farmer. Get inter- 
ested in the farm, boys, and stick to it. 
It pays.— Journal of Agriculture.

For recreation, the pond and its -bores 
have cl, ami"- for the plea-lire seeker and 
the sport-niau. Camping, boating, rt-li- 
ing aud gunning are such important ai- 
t raciion- that -cores >,f people frequent 
the pond for these purposes. Collages 
have tn-eii built at convenient places and 
more will probably be built. 

A- a water supply, the pond i- a neces- 
sity to more than ten th usand people, to 
important industries, and to tile protec- 
tion of tin- town against tire, it is evid- 
ently a duty <<f paramount importance 
Dial the water la* kep free from pollution. 

It concerns the health, not to say the 
life of all w ho partake of it Can this be 
done and conserve the other interests in 
the pond? 

This i- a serious question aud needs 
, more careful consideration than it is like'}’ 
to receive iu tin- busy hours of the town 
meeting w here judicious conclusion- may 
he obscu red. not to say defeated by p,-r- 
| sonal hits, sarcasm, distortion or stip- 
1 pression of facts and misleading argu- 

I 

| ment. 

Considering the manner in which t lie 
water i- now taken from the pond, ii is 
remarkable that no injurious effects have 
resulted. A series of screens at the gate- 
house constitute the present mode of pur- 
ilyitig tin- water. Whatever is soluble or 
too Hue to In- caught by the screens — like 
1 the “tea ' from fallen leaves <>r peat and 
other ingredients <>f decaying veg, table 
and animal matter — is n,,t removed in the 
■east : and minute liv ing organizations, of- 
ten large enough to In- seen hy sharp eyes 
i pa-- freely into the mains. 

It devolves upon the user to purify the 
| water further at his >>wn expeusc. This 
i- done iu various ways, hut for the most 
! pait inetlleienl iv and carelessly except in 
; the ca-c of ii-crs who insist upon having 
! pure water. The public drinking fouti- 
j tains and probably the public buildings 
I and schoollionses aud many private fau- 
I ccts have h i way of purifying tin- water. 

That the water of the pond is being 
continually polluted is beyond question, 

1 for it can be no exception to the booies 
J of water that arc exp tsed to the action 
| of natural agencies. Stories of careless 
; and wilful pollution by human beings are 
l greatly distorted or utterly false and are 
an unwarranted libel upon the people liv- 
1 ing in the vicinity of the pond. It seems 

I . . 

I very much like “straining at a gnat to 

j worry about tin- pollution caused hy a 

I w orm on a hook aud to ignore the millions 

i of flies, mosquitoes, bugs, and spiders 

j that annually leave their bodies in the 

water or the daily excrement of insects, 

j flsh, reptiles, birds and wild animals. 

Then there are tons of foliage, twigs 
| and other vegetable matter that decay iu 
i the pond every year It is no wonder 
I the color and tin- flavor of the water vary 
! with the season of ;he year. 

It if also ‘-gnat straining" to contlne 
j complaint to pollution chargeable to civil- 
I ized humanity, and to pa-s over the fact 
; that tlu- town’s supply is drawn from 
I near the bottom of the pond where or- 
i gauic refiT-e ha- been accumulating and 
| disintegrating for untold age-. More- 
I over, the water that flows into the pond 
as natural drainage from the surrounding 
land is probably no purer or better than 
tin- pond i i**el f. 

!• is id.e to contend that only the polln- 
ion that conics iliiou"h human agency is 
harmful: for decaying organic matter of 
all kinds is certainly objectionable and 
will eventually produce injurious results. 

Nevertheless the water lias been in pub- 
lic use over twenty live years ami none of 
the dire prophecies of the calamity-howl- 
ers ha- yet been fulfilled. 

This is, indeed, remarkable when we 
consider the crude method employed in j 
taking the water from the poud. Cer- 
tainly several reasons can in,- stated to j 
explain this, but they can not be consul- i 
i-red an adequate excuse for the contiuu- J 
ance of present conditions. 

The proposed prohibition of boating, I 
Ashing, ami so forth is not only a drastic j 
measure, but would also prove to be ex- 
expensive if enforced and of little practi- j 
cal value. 

It would be expensive because its effi- | 
cieut enforcement would require the vig- 
ilant attention of a policy force, and it 
would be of little value, because it would 
effect no material change in the quality of 
the water that euters into the mains. 

It is a false inference to think that 
every polluting substance pervades the 
w hole poud or effects the water that en- 
ters tiie mains. There is a general ten- 
dency of all the water toward the outlet | 
of the pouvl unless the outlet is entirely 
closed. It follows that substauces held 
iu it. particularly much iu-low the surface 
also tend in the same direction, rather 
than in any other. 

It seems highly improbable, in fact im- 
possible, that much of the water from the 
head or the middle or the western side 
or the lower eud of the pond ever euters 
the bay rn-xt to the great ice house where 
the w ater pipe lies. Whatever pollution 
gets into the w ater mains must wholly 
come from that bay aud its shore. 

It will, therefore, accomplish almost 
nothing to deny people their rights to the 
other parts of the pond. With the rea- 
sonable care which every good citizen 
observes and admits is right aud neces- 
sary, there is no danger that the water 
of the pond w ill become any worse than 
it has always been. 

But this i- not saying that the water is 
w hat it ought to be, or that present con- 
ditions should continue. The writer con- 
tends that the water should be taken in a 
different way. It should be as free as 
posssible from everything of an organic 
nature, living or dead, and il should not 
be exposed to every opportunity for pollu- 
tion as il now is. 

It would be a great improvement over 
the present arrangement not to take the 
water directly from the pond, but from a 
filtering-gallery close by the pond. This 
would render the water much cleaner, to 
say the least, and it would be much less 
liable to pollution. The tborongh and 
satisfactory construction of such a gal- 
lery would doubtless Involve quite an ex- 
pense, but iu tbe end it would be found 
fully as economical as to provide a special 


police force to proti-ct the pond, aud much 
more effective. 

Such a gallery, however, wonM be «nls 
ject to the anion of frost and 'other n-t- 
ural agencies, the water might --

The force of the wat- r above 
would probably cause tin- water in tin- 
wells to rise to the level of the pond, and 
it could run Into the main- a- it now does 
The expense of the wells ought not to 
be great. Tin- quality of the water would 
be the verv best, for the water filtered at 
a considerable depth would be much more 
fret- from everything of an objectionable 
nature.

Our School System. 

The school sv-tem of Ma-sachuseits is 
reaping what it has sown, and the crop is 
far from satisfactory. One-half of the 
students at Wellesley are poor spellers 
and a special course has been introduced 
in the hope of correcting the evil. More 
than a quarter of a century ago our edu- 
cators decided that children should read : 
before they could spell. L-arning the al- . 
phabet was to be a mere detail. Words 
were pictures that meant sun tiling and 
the child should be taught their meaning i 
but their relation to letters which formed j 
them was regarded as superfluous. If ! 
words were never to be writteu the letters 
might be ignored, but as thoughts must 
occasionally be expressed in writing, how 
to spell is quite essential. It is discovered 
in Wellesley that 50 per cent of tin- girls 
in that famous college for women are de- 
ficient in orthography and it is necessary 
to go back to first principles and instruct 
them in that almost lost art. The girls 
are not to blame; it is tin- system that lias 
carried them thiough the primary and 
preparatory courses that lias placed them 
in the mortifying position in which they 
are discover, si. The graduates of the 
grammar and high schools of a generation 
ago could read, w rite and spell correctly 
Now those who can do that form the ex- 
ception, and the mass of scholars require 
special training when they desire to fill 
clerical positions where accuracy is ex- 
pected. l’ossibly there may come a time 
when onr educators will drop the word 
reading system that ignores the letters, 
just a- they have discarded the vertical 
writing system and train children in the 
art of spelling. Punctuation is al-o re- 
ceiving attention at Wellesley, the neglect 
of it being shown as a defect. It is a 
gooil sign when an educational institution 
like Wellesley, recognizes a fault and sets 
about, correcting it. But what of the 
public schools through which theWellesl v 
girls went on their way to college? Will 
they take up the work so long neglected 
and estab’ish their scholars iu the funda- 
mentals of a good education?— Old Colony 
Memorial.

Shoe Industry. 

The new year begins in the shoe indus- 
try with much promise. While the 
standard on which business is being done 
is more conservative than in former years, 
there is less waste and consequently every 
transaction should mean more money to 
both ends. The price question has settled 
itself quietly, as the tiade seems to have 
accepted the situation that shoes that are 
made to represent quality must cost more 
than those which are made to represent a 
price. The general demand is for high- 
quality shoes and the customer is willing 
to pay the market price if that price is 
represented by the material and work put 
in the shoe. 

Stocks are being kept as close as possi- 
ble to the demands of trade, and, as a 
result, orders are coming aloDg in good 
volume, though the size of the individual 
order is small. The business is amount- 
ing to enough to give all the shops some- 
thing to do, and some shops all they cau 
do. In the latter case are to be found 
those factories which have produced such 
novelties as have proved attractive to 
certain classes of customers and where 
dealers are looking for novelties, the nov- 
elty-makers are busy. 

While the wearers of freak shoes and 
novelties are but a small part of the shoe- 
wearers, they have an influence, and in 
fiiliDg their requirements are noisy enough 
to make dealers feel that the steady-going 
staple shoe must be set aside to give 
room for the novelties, even though such 
discrimination is expensive and the aver- 
age dealer hesitates before allowing aDy 
trade to slip away. 

The same hesitancy seems to affect the 
rank and file of the retailers in stopping 
the waste of mark down and clearance 
sales. The mania for clearing off the 
goods that will be saleable for some 
w eeks this season iD order to begin to 
show spring good9 which will not be 
saleable for even more weeks, results in 
a reduction idf the profits of the season: 
But at present the trade Is not united in 
a policy for mutual protection, so price- 
cutting and clearance sales continue, do- 
ing more harm to the trade than good. 

As might be expected, black leathers 
wili predominate in the shoes made for 
spring and summer as they meet the re- 
quirements of more people than do any 
other colors, but one-third of the stock of 
shoes to be marketed will be In colors, 
either leather or cloth, with tan as the 
leading leather color and with consider- 
able variety of colors used in the cloths 
in women’s shoes. In these there is no 
limit on the fabrics used, and shoes will 
be produced to match the wearers’ gowns. 

It is conservatively estimated that one- 
sixth of the shoe output will be cloth 
made. 

This fact is an important one to the 
shoe and leather industry and, while to a 
certain extent, It is tbe result of hiish 
cost of leather, it is also a cause of the 
condition of the leather market at present. 
—Boston Transcript.

If you have decided to diversify your 
crops carry out the idea by planting sev- 
eral kinds of fruits. The garden, too, 
should show a nice variety. You may 
specialize if you wish but lie sure to have 
something else besides your specially. 


Spot bn*int-s* in seasonable goods is 
light in the bout and shoe markets If 
the winter continues as mild as it has been 
of late, sales of heavy goods w ill be fur- 
ther reduced Such conditions at the he- 
tween-seasons period makes business 
very quiet outside the factories, and in 
the factories the reserve orders are rapidlv 
being tnet.J 

Shoe buyers have been coming to Bos- 
ton during the past few days, and they 
have been looking over the situation. 
Buying lias been light Sentiment seems 
to favor tile placing of orders for quan- 
tiles just large enough to meet current re- 
quirements, and duplicating orders as 
often as needed. There is a marked senti- 
ment against carrying over goods, and 
buyers can prevent it only by the hand-to- 
mouth method of buying. Just now there 
is a falling-otf in mail orders for staple 
lines of men's and women's wear, and the 
standing orders are employing the factor- 
ies. In goods of better grade there is 
more activity, some good orders having 
been placed The desire for shoes of 
good quality grows and manufacturer* 
are expecting a busy time, until the orders 
are tilled. 

Tlie opinion prevails that a good busi- 
ness will be done in spring goods. The 
tlrst visit of salesmen has been productive 
of a fair run of business, although a large 
part of the orders are yet to be placed. 
Buyers have been so uncertain in mind as 
to the best goods to buv that they have 
held off part of their normal purchases a* 
long as possible, or until the prevailing 
taste could he discovered. The demand 
for novelties is responsible for this and 
some buyers are very snscepMhlc to novel- 
ties, so are unable to decide. It is thought 
that by the time the salesmen make their 
second visit these orders will he forth- 
coming. 

It is not expected that the curtaiimen 
of the tanneries will have any effec nn 
the shoe industry, as orders for shoes 
have tieeu placed at prices which now are 
in force. 

In offering the new goods for spring, 
the trade expects to dispose of a large 
quantity of women’s boots during the early 
days of the season, for the tendency to- 
ward shorter skirts ha* made Hie h »>t 
especially desirable. The preference foj 
lace iioots over button boots is already 
noticeable. 

If the high boot is to be popular in the 
spring, the pump is expec-ed to have its 
inDing later, and a large quantity of these 
artistic creations are to he marketed 
The patterns offered are designed to meet 
all tastes an. I all conditions of feet, a* 
straps are possible and perfectly proper 
for those who dislike to keep their shoes 
on by mental force. These sh.ies are 
produced in all materials, both leather 
and fabric. The field for variety in Fat it- 
ers is some Altai limited, but the fabrics 
are in great variety.— Boston Transcript

SMOKING MERRIHUANA. 

It Fills Mexican Peons With Some- 
thing Like Delirium Tremens. 

AVster bugs and worms are among 
ti e tidbits iu which the Mexican peon 
delights. He < niches his bugs as they 
skint along the top of fresh water 
ponds, drying them and then eating 
them with as much zest as an Ameri- 
can boy eats peanuts. As near as the 
peon can explain it. tlieir flavor is 
something on the order of the chest- 
nut. but as no white man has ever 
tried eating water bugs, or if he has 
doesn’t dare confess it, the exact taste 
of these Mexican morsels can't be de- 
serilied very accurately. 

The peons dote, too, on the nice, 
fat pulque worm. This insect is about 
two Incites long and half an inch thick. 
They fry the dainty In grease and 
pack It In brown paper packages of 
n dozen worms, which fetch 2 cents 
a paper. An Industrious pulque worm 
collector makes a good living. 

The worm inhabits the maguey or 
pulque plant, from which is distilled 
the agna inieL or honey water, of 
Mexico. After twenty-four hours’ fer- 
mentation it is very intoxicating. Aft- 
er the Mexican has primed himself 
with several drinks of agua miel and 
has smoked half a dozen cigarettes 
made of the dried leaf of the merri- 
huaua weed and 1m wn paper he is 
ready for any crime of violence. 

This combination of stimulant and 
narcotic has the effect of deluding the 
victim into thinking that his e;: m. 
ami every peon has a choice collection 
of enemies— is a pygmy in stature. At 
the same time it gives him an idea 
that he Is tremendously strong ami 
wonderfully brave. So he sallies forth 
to make mincemeat of his enemy or 
enemies and. as a rule, lands in thp 
local calaboose. 

One of the peculiar effects of mcr- 
rihuana smoking is to distort the size 
of all animals, making them of enor- 
mous size and horrible shajte. The 
smoker is filled with a horrible fear, 
something like the horrors brought on 
by delirium tremens. A kitten or a 
puppy to his distorted vision appears 
as some terrible creature. A common 
sight in Mexico Is to see a swarthy 
•’greaser.” armed to the teeth, flee in 
terror from a small dog, while he 
would fearlessly attack any man with 
his Itnlfw of hta miriiat*

At the call of his country in 1861 lie en- 
listed in and saw active service iu Co. E. 
32 Mass, and maintains his relation with 
the “Boys iu Blue” ttv valuable service in 
Reynolds Post 58, G. A. K., for many 
years he ha- been affiliated with Crescent 
Lodge, I. 0. () F. but throughout the 
town he may be better known for other 
associations 

The Fire Department had him as one of 
its first and best adherents, when tiie de- 
partment was iu its infancy, and the 
Rocket was tin- only dependence of East 
IVeymoutli, he became its forearm, and 
when the (Jen. Bates succeeded it, to him 
largely may he credited the organizing 
ami developing a company whose record 
compares favorably with any in the his- 
tory of AVeyinoilth'.- or any other town’s 
lire service. 

For more than thirty years, Mr. Peare 
has been connected with the police and 
ocnstabnlary force of the town and eigh- 
teen years of tilts was spent as night 
patrol in lVard2 His sterling integrity 
have been brought into use by succeding 
tax collectors and for fourteen years his 
services lias been called for when collec- 
tors arc handling large sums of inont-y> 
and for thirty live years the AV eymonth 
Agricultural and Industrial Society has 
placed li'tn at tiie important gate near the 
treasurer’s office at “Fair Time.” 

Mr. Peare married Susan Chamberlain 
of llingham and the ideal home which they 
establi-hed was broken by her death 12 ! 
years ago, leaving Mr. Peare with two 
son-, Fred, now cashier at the Boston 
office of tiie New England Tel. & Tel. Co 
and AVillie in the employ of Alden AValker 
vt AVilde. 

AA’Iiile somewhat out of health for sev- 
eral years on account of rheumatic and 
heart difficulty, Mr. Peare on his 80th 
birthday was much better than in some 
of the years which have gone by and bids 
fair to pa-s another mile stone on the 
journey of life.

Another week brings hut little change 
in the condition of the boot and shoe 
trade. Buying continue* on conservative 
lines. Manufacturers’ sales are In small 
lots to meet dealers’ requirements for 
broken stocks. The factories are busy 
hut not all to capacity. There is adeemed 
for men’s shoes in higher grades, especially 
li the patterns are in any way individual. 
There is no unanimity in tasie, except n 
desire for freaki-li models, which is 
wide-spread enough to have an inlluence 
Manufacturers of staple lines nr<- i etielluig 
against what seems to ihetn a passing 
era/.e, and are mu inclined to abandon 
their sensible and comfortable and at the 
same lime neat ami attractive models, in 
order to tit out their plants with freak 
shapes, but the desire for novelties is en- 
countered in even remote localities. It 
w as not so long ago that the opinion and 
taste of tiie trade was set very squarely 
against the freak shoe, and the laste of 
customers seemed to indorse the attitude, 
but now the tide is setting the other ways 
and suddenly, the hulk of the manufactur- 
ing trade being caught with sensible lasts 
ami neat hut not gaudy patterns. At the 
same time there seems to be a division in 
taste as regards the finish if the leather, 
ami a trend is noticed away from the dull 
finishes and toward the thiny leathers. 
This is seen in the supplementary orders 
for women’s goods. 

The presence of buyers in the Boston 
shoe market has not been marked by the 
size or quantity of their purchases. They 
have bought but lightly and even the sam- 
ples have not been taken very freely. 
Mail orders arc not large and are mainly 
for sizings. 

There is yet some business being done 
by retailers with clearance sales, which 
afiects other business. The varied 
weather conditions disturbed trade at the 
retail end. The open winter has affected 
tlte sale of heavy goods, and in some lo- 
calities changing temperance has made 
the market for rubbers better than for 
shoes. In other localities the trade in 
rubbers has been very unsatisfactory. 

A variety of opinions are expressed re- 
garding the lines of goods likely to be in 
demand during the nest season. Not 
long ago opinion seemed strongly in favor 
of velet-topped goods for women. Now 
it is believed, by some, that the velvet top 
will not be so popular as has been antici- 
pated and salesmen are advising custom- 
ers to buy carefully and not too heavily. 
The New York trade is still believing in 
the velvet top as a good seller during the 
early spring season with a demand for 
colors increasing as the season grows.

“Twentieth Century Hah” the citizens of 
AA’ur'l it had ay opportunity to listen to an 
address by fha! able, enthusiastic, straight 
from the shoulder speaker, Alfred W- 
Donovan, president of the Rockland Com- 
mercial club 

His subject, “Wliat a men’s club can do 
for a town or community," was treated 
wit ti ability and in a manner which would 
tend to make the knocker and the pessi- 
mist sit up and lake no' ice 

The speaker as was expected came 
loaded with facts and figures and clearly 
demonstrated to those present how by 
concerted and united action good results 
and lasting beuelils might accrue. He 
told of the splendid possibilities in store 
for the town, of our lu-autifui and valu- 
able water front, of our Tufts Library 
the best in this district, of our good 
streets and well kept lawns, of our mag- 
uiticienl water supply, lint as a citizen of 
of the Old Colony district he strongly 
urged that the town take immediate action 
and pursue drastic measures if need lie to 
stop any contamination or pollution of 
such supply that might exist. A good 
live committee from such an organization 
winking with committees from similar 
bodies would, he asserts, give the com- 
munity and tlie town tlie lioasl sin- appar- 
ently needs. 

Now tiie writer, and I venture to say 
nearly every person present, was highly 
pleased with the open and whole hearted 
manner iu which he handled tlie subject 
and can subscribe to everything lie said 
with some few exceptions. 

Of course there is work enough for 
such an organization in this community 
ami if you show some degree of 
public spirit, lie optimistic and push hard 
with confidence born of success, you will 
in tlie end he paid tenfold- 

Now what do we need or want in this 
community? Many, many tilings could 
lie enumerated but to my mind one of the 
most important, and i still have faith that 
1 will see il, and that is an up to date 
public hull, next of importance is a new 
up to date depot. Citizens how would it 
seem to hifce both? I believe they are 
within our reach. They would add great- 
ly to the comfort ami well being of the 
community, but you can’t get them with- 
out an effort. Are they worth working 
for! 

How did we get our splendid Tufts Li- 
brary, uot only the best in the district, as 
Mr Donovan says, lint one of the best of 
its size in the Slate? Two or three pub- 
lic spirited men back iu tlie seventies con- 
ceived the idea and from their efforts, the 
project was made possible. Today it is 
one of our best assets. 

One tiling the speaker advocated 
s’rongly was the Trolley Freight Express 
and to which I took exceptions. He 
wanted to know why under tlie sun the 
Town of Weymouth did not give to the 
Old Colony St. R R. Co a franchise to 
carry freight through our streets, saiil lie 
had been informed on good authority that 
they did not have aud could uot get oue 
from this town. 

The speaker was informed that the 
company had been granted two franchises 
tint they were pigeon-holed in the office 
of tiie Board of Railroad Commissions on 
poiuts of law, and the point of law is the 
twenty year time limit. We have met 
the company more than half way but they 
say they will not accept it unless vve give 
it to them free and clear from now until 
eternity. This is a subject that any club 
or organization might well discuss. 

There is Mill another question and tlie 
most important of all, the paramout issue 
of the day, am! that is our present high 
tax rate. I believe the time lias arrived 
w lien it is absolutely necessary for every 
public official, every organization and 
every citizen w ho has the future welfare 
of the town at heart, to stop and seriously 
consider these situations. Reduce tiie 
tax rate. If we can't reduce it our way, 
try the Hiugliam way, but anyway, let 
us reduce it

THE CRESCENT. 

Legend of Its Adoption as an Emblem 
by the Turks. 

Tlie crescent lias been known since 
time out of memory. In ancient my- 
thology It ibs'orated tlie foreheads of 
Diana and of Astarte. the Syrian Ve- 
nus. In the days of Rome's greatest 
glory the ladies wore it ns an orna- 
ment in their hair. 

Since the foundation of Constanti- 
nople. tic ancient Byzantium. It has 
been tlie emblem of the city and as 
such adorns its walls and public build- 
ing-. besides being stamped <>u its 
coins and postage. The legend which 
ac< mints for its universal adoption in 
Turkey, and Constantinople in par 
tieular. is as follows: 

Philip of M;e c ion laid siege to th«- 
city in tlie year ”1<* B. He chose a 
niglit of unusual darkness for the pr<>- 
posed assault, but was foiled by the 
moon suddenly breaking from behind 
a cloud. In commemoration of this 
providential deiiveran, e the crescent 
was adopted as the symbol of the city. 
The Mohammedan sultans were slow 
to assume tiiis emblem until some one 
mentioned that It was the symbol of 
Increasing greatness. |m»\vit changing 
ns rapidly as the phases of the moon.

Any person who Is the 
head of n family <-r w !n> is twenty-one 
years of age and I- a citizen of the 
United States or who lias tiled his 
ileclnrati' n , f intention t>> become such 
may acp a tra ! < f unappiopriuteJ 
public land, not exceeding 160 acres, 
on condition of settlement, cultivation 
and contiim-m* occupancy as a home 
by him for the period of five years 
and the payment of certain moderate 
fees. It is expressly declared that no 
lauds acquired under this statute shall 
in any event become liable to any 
debt contracted prior to the issuing of 
the patent therefor by the government 
to the settler.
